. rcpresenting agriculture, civic and 
woman’s interests, are preparing 
to fight the measures on the 
i ground that they would increass 
milk prices and at the same time 
curtail consumption. 
Assemblyman Thorpe who in- 


troduced a skeleton bill in the as- 
sembly during the first session of 
the Legislature, said today that he 
was not in favor of any increase 
in the price of milk and was cer- 
tainly opposed to any attempt to 
compel housewives to pay the 
price for milk at the food 
stores as they do for milk de- 
livered at their homes. Senator 
Sanborn Young is author of the 
control bill in the senate. 

This reported attempt to abolish 
the difference in price between 
store milk and home delivered 
milk--the original intent of the 
dairy control measures—aroused 
so much opposition throughout the 
state that members of the legis- 
lature predict all efforts to se- 
cure passage of price-fixing legis- 
‘ lation will be speedily defeated. 

A. A. Brock, director of the 
State Department of Agriculture, 
recently stated that he, too, was 
cposed to an increase in milk 
prices. 

He said that three times he 
urged the sponsors of the dairy 
control bills to amend them so 
his department would be removed 
from being compelled to act as 
the enforcing agent in event of 
the adoption of the measures by 
the legislature.

But if you start right, with good 
fresh coffee, and apply a good set 
of rules, the results are fine. 
There’s an infallible way to get 
good fresh coffee, too. Select any 
brand you want so long as it’s a 
brand that retails its coffee in 
vacuum packed cans. If you don’t 
use one of those, switch to one 
of them because vacuum packed 
coffee is the only coffee that 
comes to you always. strictly 
fresh. It can’t get stale on a gro- 
cer’s shelf or your own if it’s 
packed that way, because it abso- 
lutely excludes oxygen which is 
what makes coffee get stale. 


All the Same 


As for the rules for making the 
brew after you have made sure 
of good fresh coffee, they are all 
approximately the same. The next 
step is measuring the amounts of 
coffee and water carefully with an 


accurate measuring cup and 


spoon. You should use two level 
measuring tablespoons of coffee 
to each level measuring cup of 
water. This is the rule no mat- 
ter what type af coffee-making 
device you use. Never let coffee 


boil because that ruins the flavor, 
and never let it stand more than 


half an hour if you want the fla 
vor to be perfect,*
